Korchnoi abandons challenge 

Karpov retains chess crown 


BAGUIO CITY, Philippines 
Oct. 18 (Agencies) — Chal- 
lenger Viktor Korchnoi gave 
up his personal challenge of 
the Soviet chess system and 
resigned the 32nd game of the 
World Chess - 'Championship 
Wednesday, leaving the title in 
the hands of Russian Anatoly 
Karpov. 

Hussein 
sends note 
to Bakr 

BAGHDAD, OcL 18 (R) — 
President Ahmad Hasson al- 
Bakr Wednesday received a 
message from King Hus sei n 
of Jordan on the Iraqi call for 
an Arab summit confere n ce 
in Baghdad on Nov. 2, tbe 
Iraq News Agency reported. 

It said the message- was de- 
livered by the chief of the Jor- 
danian Royal Cabinet, Sharif 
Abdut-Hamid Ssaraf, whs ar- 
rived here earlier Wednesday 
with the Jordanian Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs. 
Hassan Ib rahim. 

Earlier in Cairo, Arab Lea- 
gue officials said Saudi Ara- 
bia informed the League Tuefr- 
day of its agreement to attend 
a foreign ministers meeting in 
Baghdad, but that the minis- 
ters will have to decide the 
date of the proposed summit 

The Saudi note to the Lea- 
gue reportedly said the mink - 
ters will have to agree on the 
summit’s date and asked the 
League to inform the. Iraqi] 
foreign minister and the Lea- 
gue members of its. attitude. 


Later, the Soviet defector 
accused Karpov and the tour- 
nament organizers of forcing 
’intolerable conditions” on him 
during the three-month match, 
longer than any of the 12 pre- 
vious world tide matches. 

British Grandmaster Ray- 
mond Keene, Karpov’s chief 
second and head of his delega- 
tion, telephoned the acting 
chief arbiter, Miroslav Filip of 
Czechoslovakia, with Kor- • 
chnoi’s decision at 11:22 a'xn. 
less than six hours before pflay 
was to have been resumed. 

The resignation gave Karpov 
six victories to Korchnoi’s five, 
let him regain the title he won 
by default m 1976, and earned 
Wm. 5350,000 the game’s richest 
prize. 

. Karpov was asleep when the 
arbiter informed the Soviet de- 
legation, and Stasris Obouka- 
WBkas, the delegation’s official 
interpreter, said he was not 
awakened immediately. 

Later, he shut himself up hi 
a villa provided for his delega- 


tion and refused to talk with 
reporters before a news confer- 
ence later Wednesday night. 
The 27-year-old champion was 
said to be exuberant, and was 
relaxing in a red jogging suit 
with a few members of his de- 
legation. 

One of Karpov's seconds, 
Grandmaster Evgeny Vasiukov 
said be foresaw a long reign 
tor Karpov. 

“At the present time there is 
no player who pose a menace 
or a threat to Karpov” Vasiu- 
kov said. Asked about Bobby 
Fischer, the American who sur- 
rendered his title three years 
ago rather than play under 
rules be considered objection- 
able. Vasiukov said: 

"Fischer has not played for 
so long, we don’t know the 
caliber of his play.’' 

Keene announced Korchnoi's 
decision to resign just before 
telephoning Filip. "Viktor is 
resigning the game. This 
match has now ended,” he told 
reporters.

Saunders is also attempting 
to arrange a meeting witn 13 
Palestinian personalities liv- 
ving in Jordan to explain the 
“framework for peace” ag- 
reement signed by Israel and 
Egypt that outlines steps for 
the creation of a Palestinian 
self-governing authority in the 
West Bank and the Gutti 
Strip. But press reports said* 
some of the Palestinians invi- 
ted to meet with Saunders had 
already begged off and others 
were out of tbe country. 

Meanwhile a senior U.S. of- 
ficial said here Wednesday that 
Saunders’ talks with Prince 
Fahd centered on "the essence 
of tbe current problem, what 
is now needed for the next 
step — to broaden the negotia- 
tions to include Palestinians 
and Jordan.” 

The official who asked to 
remain anonymous said King 
Hussein “has not given us an 
answer yet” on whether he 
will join in negotiations bet- 
ween Israel aod Egypt concern- 
ing the future of tbe West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. 

Both Jordan and Saudi Ara- 
bia have said (hat the Camp 
David accords are not accep- 
table as a final solution to the 
Middle East confiid 

Saunders' visit to Saudi 
Arabia “is part of the conti- 
nuing U.S. effort to assist in 
establishing a just and lasting 
peace in the Middle East.” the 
official said. “Tbe purpose is 
to inform Crown Prince Fahd 
and other Saudi leaders about 
Lie current status of the pro- 
cess - toward peace that was 
initiated by tbe Camp David 
accords.” 

The US. aide explained that 
the United States is anxious to 
see- talks ■ concerning the crea- 
tion of a “Palestinian home- 
land” in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip begin as soon 
as possible. 

“All of us are aware that 
Egypt and Israel are holding 
negotiations * in Washington 
right now,” he said. “If we 
could start negotiations on the 
Palestinian issue soon, the Is- 
raeli occupation would end in 
the West Bank and Gaza long 


before it will end in tbe Si- 
nai" 

Repeatedly using the words 
“Palestinian homeland,” the 
official said the Camp David 
accords provide for “a self- 
governing body set up by in- 
ternational agreement, involv- 
ing Arab governments, and the 
Palestinians and registered 
with tbe U.N." 

“We have the opportunity to 
end Israeli occupation and set 
up a Palestinian self-govern- 
ment in the next several 
months,” he said. “If that is 
rejected by Arab governments, 
that's a very disturbing pro- 
position. We have been told 
Arab governments want Israeli 
withdrawal from the West 
Bank. For that to be rejected 
by Arab governments would 
be very difficult for the Ame- 
rican people to understand." 

The American official said 
negotiations on the, future of 
the West Bank and tbe Gaza 
birip could begin in a “matter 
of days, or weeks,” involving 
“an Egyptian delegation — ana 
there may be some PLO re- 
presentatives mere — and 
ideally a Jordanian 
delegation, though that may 
not t>e possible at first.” 

Of the proposed Palestinian 
self-governing authority, he 
said, “the moment it comes 
into being, the Israeli milita- 
ry occupation ends.” 

The official added that one 
of tiie exciting aspects of the 
Camp David accords is the 
creation of an environment 
for a number of solutions that 
have become available, “it is 
refreshing to stop talking in 
the old rhetorical way and 
start looking forward to solv- 
ing problems.” 

He dwelt at length on the 
Palestinian aspect of the pro- 
blem. The prospect of a Pa- 
lestinian homeland was an 
entirely new thing after Camp 
David, he said. Jt was even.: 
something that was not men- 
tioned in U-N. Resolution 
242. “The Camp David ac- 
cords provide for a Palestin-

36 — have pleaded 
not guilty to murdering him. 

Mazolo, who pleaded guilty 
to being Cane's accomplice 
in the theft, told the court he 
had already shown the police 
where he had hidden his share 
of the money but “Mr Cane 
said he could no longer find 
the money as he had been 
assaulted so often over the 
past three days that his eyes 
were badly swollen and he. 
could not 6ee through them 
any longer.’’ Mazolo said. 

The money was later found 
in the bush with the help of 
a witch doctor, the court was 
told.

U.S. bans products, then sells them abroad 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 
(AP) — Chemicals and consu- 
mer products tbaL are banned 
in the United States are being 
exported with little or no go- 
vernment effort to warn for- 
eign users of possible health 
hazards, says a House com- 
mittee report released Wednes- 
day.

The flame-retarding chemi- 
cal was banned in the United 
States last year after it was 
found to cause cancer in la- 
boratory animals, C-PSC re- 
cords indicate that “a total of 
approximately 2.4 million (tris- 
treated) garments were repor- 
ted as having been exported 
abroad” before the CP9C 
blocked export last May, the 
committee report said. It was 



also said that “‘large quanti- 
ties of hazardous pesticides 
are being exported” and sug- 
gested that foreign agricul- 
tural products treated with tbe 
chemicals could end up as U.S.

“The United States has do 
uniform consistent. effective 
policy affecting tbe export of 
products banded by US. re- 
gulatory agencies." representa- 
tive Benjamin S. Rosenthal 
charged in a statement ac- 
companying the report. 


A subcommittee headed by 
Rosenthal conducted hearings 
on the issue earlier this year. 

"US. companies continued 
to sell 2,4,5-T in South Ameri- 
ca even after its EPA regis- 
tration for most domestic uses 
was canceled in 1970,” tbe 
report says. “In Columbia, a 
rash of miscarriages and de- 
formed babies during the 
early 1970s has been possibly 
linked to exposure to 2,4.5-T.

AFRICAN PEACE 


U was obviously a feaL of statesmanship chat rook Presi- 
dent Mobutu of Zaire to Angola this week on j visit to a 
country that only recendy was in a state of undeclared war 
with his own. Angola's President Neto twice either instigated, 
connived at or overlooked Lhe invasion of Shaba province, 
formerly Katanga. from. Angolan territory. 

There was little doubt at the time that the Angdan leader 
had perm Hied Kaiangan gendarmerie to assemble in his ter- 
ritory. get training from Cuban and other officers, and launch 
two attacks on Shaba, with serious loss of life and property. 
The objective was to sc v er Shaba, the richest province in Zaire, 
from the resi of the country — as a prelude 10 the overthrow 
of President Mobutu jnd his regime. 

In fact, both leaders have realized that continued con- 
flict would lead them nowhere. The Zairean leader recognizes 
the wisdom of peaceful coexistence with his potentially 
troublesome neighbor and his need for Angolan pons for 
the export of Zairean products. 

On the other hand. President Neto has come to realize 
the folly of allowing his territory to be used as a launching 
pad for attacks on another Affrican country which had done 
him or his people little harm. 

More important perhaps, is the awareness by President 
Neto that excessive dependence on the Soviet bloc and Cuban 
troops is proving less fruitful than he might have bargained 
for. He has already made significant overtures to the Euro- 
pean Common Market and received the Belgian -prime minister 
to talk about possible economic cooperation between his coun- 
try and the EEC — which includes, incidentally, Zaire s 
friends who twice saved Shaba from the Angola-based in- 
vaders. 

Having gone through so much distress to no avail, the 
leaders have tapped their resources of diplomatic wisdom in 
the interest of good relations and constructive cooperation for 
ihe sake of their peoples. This is a shining example which 
other African statesmen in conflict with each other would do 
weiU to emulate.

People of the Sinai

CAIRO — 
Abdelghani Karax, a major 
general in the Egyptian Natio- 
nal Police Force, runs a go- 
vernment in exile inside his 
own country. 

He is the acting governor of 
the Egyptian Province of the 
Sinai — an almost-forgotten 
organization that has continu- 
ed to function through the 
eleven years since the Sinai 
Peninsula and most of its po- 
pulation were captured by Is- 
rael 


The governor's office is 
tucked away on a quiet street 
in a Cairo suburb, behind a 
sign that says, "Military area.. 
No Photographs." But Karar 
says it will not be there long. 


The capital of the Governo- 
rate, or province, of Sinai, he 
said in an interview, will soon 
be going back to El Arish, on 
Sinai’s Mediterranean coast, 
where it was until 1967. 


“Not one of us expected this 
to happen," he said of the 
Camp David accords that pro- 
vide for a return of the Sinai 
to Egypt. "For anyone from 
the Sinai, this is a great suc- 
cess." He said there are 30,000 
Sinai exiles living west of the 
Suez Canal and "they all want 
to go back. Their families are 
still there." 


Throughout the occupation, 
Egypt has never accepted any 
suggestion that the Sinai is 
other than an integral part of 
this country. The 1976 cen- 
sus included J 47.000 residents 
of the "Occupied Zone” 
residents of Egypt. 


as 


The Sinai exiles living west 
of the canal are considered 
legal residents of the Gover- 
n orate of Sinai, and it is that 
administration that issues their 
license plates and r un* their 
schools, clinics and sports pro- 
grams. 


Many public services are 
actually better for the Sinai 
people than for other Egyp- 
tians, Karax said, because 
“Everyone helps us. They 
know how these people have 
suffered." 

Since the 197S disengage- 
ment agreement with Israel, 
the Sinai Govemoratc, staff- 
ed by Sinai residents who 
work in the Suez Canal town 
of Qantara, has also admi- 
nistered the wedge of Sinai 
that was returned to Egyptian 
control and has arranged 
family visits that bring resi- 
dents of the occupied zone 
across the Suez Canal for a 
month at a time. 

Sinai even has two repre- 
sentatives in the Egyptian par- 
liament. One of them repre- 
sents the workers of the Aba 
Rudds oil fields. The other is 
the only member of the Egyp- 
tian parliament who wears 
Saudi -style thobes, a reminder 
that the people of Sinai, 
unlike the rest of the Egyp- 
tians, are mostly Bedouin. 

Karar said that one of the 
first tasks facing the provin- 
cial administration when It re- 
turns to Sinai will be to cons- 
truct settlements for the retur- 
ned exiles. Their years of 
living in towns and fixed 
camps west of the Suez Canal, 
be said, have broken their 
nomadic pattern and they are 
not going to go back to wan- 
dering the desert looking for 
water. 

Beyond that, Karar, like 
other Egyptian officials, is 
brimming over with optimism 
about the possibility of deve- 
loping the Sinai into an eco- 
nomically productive part of 

Egypt.

Particularly signi- 
ficant u its djsturomg errect on 
the international monetary sys- 
tem, wmen is based on the 
dollar. ■ international traders, 
investors and omers doing busi- 
ness in dollars that are worth 
one thing today and something 
else tomorrow have no place 
to go tor a stable currency. 
Not a single national currency 
is free trom fluctuations and 
uncertainties. 


Check our heavy imports of oil. 
improve our balance of pay- 
ments deficit and reduce infla- 
tion, ihe dollar will regain its 
Strength and relative stability. 
But ibis view is economically 
unrealistic. 


Because the world's monetary 
system has not kept pace with 
the times, it was unprepared 
for the dollar's depreciation. 


Even if we were to achieve 
these goals, the forces lugging 
at the dollar make its continu- 
ed stability unlikely. Traditio- 
nal control devices, such as 
central bank buying and selling 
of currencies, are less effective 
than they once were. In the 
past, other currencies moved 
and the dollar appeared stable, 
because it was the measuring 
stick. This gave the dollar a 
false appearance of stability-

In looking ahead to what caji 
be done, two urgent proMerr^ | 
emerge. The first is how to pro \ 
mots as much stability ‘ 
confidence in the dollar as u 
feasible without bucking fas* 
trends. To this end. Washiog- 
ton needs to reduce its bala n . 
ce-of-payment deficits aoc 
check inflation. These goals, 
which to a great degree depend 
on energy management aad 
reduction of huge go\crnmesi 
deficits, are largely in the hands 
of Congress. Dealing effectively 
with them would strengthen 
the dollar, but would fall short 
oi meeting the needs of the in- 
ternational monetary system. 


Meanwhile, nation after na- 
tion is turning away from the 
dollar.

Arab influences 
in Europe’s music

JEDDAH — Music lovers 
here will have an opportunity 
Saturday evening to hear a 
concert given "by Anthony 
Rooley, Lutenist, and Emma 
Kirkby, Soprano, to illustrate 
Arabic influences on specifical- 
ly English and Italian music 
of the sixteenth century re- 
naissance. 

Tracing the origins of this 
nfiuence is a fascinating exer- 
ase which discovers ancient and 
ntricate movements in the 
elationship between Europe 
tnd the Arab world. 

The simple skin-bellied lute 
ind drum of the Bedouin, with 
vhich they accompanied their 
roets' songs and recitations of 
loble deeds, became transform- 
id, in the brilliant court of 
-Sarun aJ Rashid, into a so- 
phisticated art form. 

AJ Kindi. “The Philosopher 
»f the Arabs,” flourished in 
Baghdad in the ninth century. 
Vmong a host of philosophical 
nd scientific works, be wrote 
be first treatises in Arabic on 
he -theory of music. These 
stablish a direct link with the 
}reek writers. Although the 
tteorelical aspects of Arabic 
lusic were systematized ihrou- 
h reference to the Greeks, the 
^positional aspects were en- 
irely Arab. Rhythm— "lqa” — 
vas an inherent quality of Ara- 
■ic music, and metrical music 
ad song was known among the 
jabs long before it became 
jtablisbed in Europe. 

A1 Farabi (870-950 A.D.), 
nother of those towering Mus- 
m encyclopedists, philosophers 
nd political theorists, was the 
reatest exponent of the Arabic 
seory of music. Known as

“The Second Teacher,” (Aristo- 
tle being the first) he was also 
a superb instrumentalist. He 
could play his lute “so as to 
cast his hearers into a fit of 
laughter, draw tears from their 
eyes, or set them all asleep,”

. tory of the Arabs.” . 

Ib rahim al Mawsili . (742-804 
AJ).) a Persian, became the 
chief m usician and boon com- 
panion of Harun al Rashid. He 
probably introduced the wood- 
bellied, Persian lute to replace 
the Bedouin skin one. Ibrahim 
was the chief star of a galaxy 
of two thousand outstanding 
performers. Some of the Um- 
mayad Caliphs were themsel- 
ves excellent composers 'and 
instrumentalists, like some of 
the later kings of renaissance 
Europe. 

Although there was cross fer- 
tilization between Greek, Arab 
and Byzantine musical modes, 
the greatest impact upon Euro- 
pe was made by the Arab 
musicians ol An dalus. A dis- 
ciple oi Mawsili. Ziryab, arriv- 
ed in Cordoba in 822 A JX 
Here he became tne favorite 
of the ruler, Abdul Rahman 11, 
who encouraged him to open 
a conservatory of music..

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A camera chronicle of life behind the wire in wartime America 


LOS ANGELES — Tokyo 
Miyatake was one of more 
than 100,000 Japanese interned 
in the Western Unit- 
ed States during World War. 
XI. A successful commercial 
photographer in 1942, he and 
his family and neighbors had 
to abandon their homes to live 
in numbered, tor paper cov- 
ered barracks in the middle of 
a wilderness near Lone Pine 
California. 

In spite of a wartime prohi- 
bition against Japanese posses- 
sing cameras in the United 
States, Miyatake smuggled a 
lens into the Manzanar intern- 
ment camp and became the 
only person to make a photo- 
graphic diary while living be- 
hind the barbed wire. 

Miyatake. known affec- 
tionately among friends as 
“Toyo-san," hasn’t been se- 
parated from photography 
since those days in 
in the early 1920 b. Today be 
runs the oldest portrait stu- 
dio in Los Angeles' Little 
Tokyo district. 

Miyatake, quiet and soft- 
spoken in his fragile 80s, re- 
cently sat in the graying light 
of the rear of his photo stu- 
dio and recalled the confused 
period just after the outbreak 
of the war. He said when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked in 
December, 1941, he and his 
family began carefuly storing 
away the equipment in his 
studio. He said tbey half-ex- 
pected the Japanese commu- 
nity to be rounded up by 
American military authori- 
ties. 

Indeed, two months after 
war was declared President 
iFranktin JO. Roosevelt sign- 
ed into law Executive Order 
9066, consigning i 1 0,000 Ja- 
panese on the West Coast — 
most of them American citi- 
zens — to one of 10 hastily 
built internment camps in the 
deserts and mountains of the 
Weston United States. 

The Mlyatakes gave their 
new car to a Japanese who 
preferred living on the East 
Coast over internment, rented 
their, home to a physician and 
began stamping all their be- 
longings with their new gov- 
ernment _ number — 9975-—in 
anticipation of their evacua- 
tion. 

By March, ISW2, the Miya- 
takea were on the crowded 
train bound for Manzanar 
with only those belongings 
they could carry. One morning 
; they disembarked at the gate 
■ of a big, barbed-wire com- 
pound. The air had a frosty 
bjte, snow lay in patches on 
tfyt ground.

“I was lucky,” he recalled.

the photographer and a fellow 
internee built a handsome box 
camera that resembled an 
oversize lunch pail. 

He explained that once the 
illegal camera had been bunt 
he prowled the Sierra Moun- 
tains camp looking for scenes 
of ordinary daily activities, 
scenes of fellow Japanese at 
work and play; nothing of 
military significance. He shot 
sparingly, making do with the 
few sheets of black and white 
film and chemicals he could 
get mailed to him from his 
old studio supplier in Los 
Angeles. (.Internees, regularly 
received mail from the outside 
and routinely did their shopping 
through the Sears mailorder 
catalog;. 

Miyatake said he knew it 
would be only a matter of time 
until camp authorities caught 
on to what he was doing. 
Meanwhile, he kept up fairs 
photographic diary. Then one 
day it happened. A camp po- 
liceman tapped him on the 
shoulder and ied him to (he 
office of Manzanar ’s civilian 
director. 

He explained who he was 
and why he was shooting pic- 
tures at Manzanar. t“lt is my 
duty. This is history.”; The 
camp director wholly and un- 


expectedly agreed that a record 
did need to be made of this 
chapter in American history. 

“The camp director was a 
good man,” said the photo- 
grapher. “He say to me he 
will look the other way” while 
the pictures were taken. 

Nevertheless, the camp di- 
rector imposed two ground 
rules on Miyatake for the 
sake of appearances. After all 
the government still stndiy 
forbade the Japanese — Ameri- 
can citizens or not— from ta- 
king pictures. Rule one, Mi- 
yatake had to turn bis came- 
ra lens over to camp authori- 
ties each evening- Rute two, 
he could set up his own pic- 
tures without tear of army 
censors. But a Caucasian camp 
worker must actually trip the 
shatter. 

life at Manzanar settled into 
its daily rhythms and by 1943 
the camp director dropped all 
pretense of restricting Miya- 
takes activities. Miyatake was 
permitted to send for aH has 
equipment in Las Angeles. He 
ran a fully operational studio 
and photo lab, converted from 
an empty lauodryroom. 

Before Miyatake left Man- 
zanax with his family in the 
autumn of 1945, he had shot 
thousands of pictures of life 
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inside the largest of the 10 in- 
ternment camps. There are 
scenes of school graduations, 
Japanese festivals, weddings, 
picnics, baseball games, gar- 
dening, fanning; scenes of dd 
Japanese immigrants idling m 
the shade, young men listen- 
ing to jazz on the radio cor 
embracing their parents just 
before being bused off to fight 
for the American Army in 
Europe, scenes of kids with 
cardigan sweaters and white 
cotton shirts and blouses, strol- 
ling the dust-blown camp with 
armloads of school books. 

Few bomber 

In spite of Miyatake’s few 
somber photographs — such as 
the picture of three young 
boys staring resentfully 
through barbed wire, or the 
picture depicting the funeral 
of a Japanese- American ' sol- 
dier killed at the Battle of tbe 
Bulge — the preponderance of 
the photographer's work re- 
veals the lighter side of one 
of tbe most deeply controver- 
sial episodes in 20th-century 
American history. 

Museum archivist Bill Ma- 
son said that a few years ago 
many younger Japanese criti- 
cized Miyatake’s weak far 
being shot, as he put it, 
“through rose-colored glasses.** 
For example. Miyatake is not 
known to have recorded the 
two-day “sugar riot" that left 
at least two persons dead at 
Manzanar in the winter of 
1943 (& mob of 2,000 inter- 
nees protesting alleged sugar 
Hackmar k eting by camp offi- 
cials was dispersed when mili- 
tary police fired into tiae 
crowd) Nor did h» photo- 
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by Miyatake at Manzanar internment 


graphs reflect the 
strife that developed 
some internees over the divi- 
ded loyalties to Japan and the 
United States. 

“The fact that many yovog 
Japanese have been disappoin- 
ted in not finding any tangifcfe 
evidence of camp repression 
or unhappiness id MTyatafce’s 
pictures is beside the poise 
The Manzanar photographs 
axe by an insider, and for 
that reason alone they arc 
considered historically impor- 
tant^ 

“Just because tbe pictures 
look as though some people 
enjoyed their years at Manza- 
nar doesn't subtract from thdr 
(the pictures’) historic value." 

Tbe photographer observed 
that “(many) young people 
think that the camps are gloo- 
my, like (Nazi) concentration 
camps. But that is not so. U 
ip just like another Little Tok- 
yo at Manzanar. People there 
are happy. 

“It is a plaoe where there 
is no anti-Japanese feeling, a 
place where we do not get 
pushed around." 

After the war Miyatake and 
his sons (chiefly his eldest, 
Archie) strove to make their 
shop one of the best known in 
Little Tokyo. Miyatake, who. 
drove around town in a small 
white convertible sports car 
and wore a black beret, con- 
tinued to produce his stytiad 
portraits — author Tbcvnu 
Mann and Japan’s Crown 
Prince AJdhfto were among 
his subjects. _ (LAI)

: TOKYO, Oct, 18 (R) — 

Jftpan Wednesday announced 
another huge visible trade sur- 
plus in September following a 
dramatic increase in exports. 

According to preliminary fi- 
gures issued by the finance 
ministry; the - September sur- 
plus rose to $2.63 billion from

billion in September of last 
year. 

Japan has been called upon 
by the other major powers to 
reduce its track surplus in or- 
der to help ease the wild fluc- 
tuations of currency values cm 
the world's foreign exchange 
markets. America's big trade 


deficit, compared with strong 
surpluses of Japan and West 
Germany, has been an under- 
lying cause of the doUai*s 
chronic weakness. 

As part of a series of pled- 
ges given by leaders of the 
major industrial democracies 
aimed at boosting the non- 
communist world's hesitant 
economic recovery. Prime Mi- 
nister Takeo Fukuda promised 
that Japan would cut its sur- 
plus during the current finan- 
cial year.

ANKARA. Oct. 18 (AP> — 
Turkey has asked the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
for $8.1 billion in economic 
aid over the next five years, a 
high-level official disclosed 
Wednesday. 

Nazif Cuhrufc. head of the 
Foreign Ministry Economic 

Department, who led a Turkish 
delegation to Brussels last week 
for talks with EEC officials, 
told reporters that this amount 
constituted “a substantial por- 
tion" of the $15.4 billion Tur- 
key needs in hard currency to 
realize the targets of its fourth 
five-year economic develop- 
ment plan. 

Cuhruk did not say where 
Turkey would acquire the re- 
maining hard currency, but it 
is already known that the ( 
country has been seeking cre- 
dits from the Soviet Union, 
other Socialist countries, oil- 
rich neighbors, and interna- 
liojtal finance organizations. 


ABU DHABI. Oct. 18 (R) -

MOSCOW, Oct. 18 t Agen- 
cies.) — Crown Prince Hassan 
of Jordan and Soviet rrime 
Minister Alexei Kosygin Wed- 
nesday agreed that me Lamp 
David peace agreements were a 
source of tension in the Mid- 
dle East, Tass news agency 
said.

that a just durable peace could 
only come through a compre- 
hensive settlement with the 
participation of all sides, in- 
cluding the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization.

The bomb caused great con- 
troversy in West Germany, 
where it would principally be 
deployed. For a time, the adm- 
inistrations in Washington and 
Bonn played a game of Al- 
phonse and Gaston, each want- 
ing the other to take the res- 
ponsibility for requesting its 
deployment. 


United States his final word on 
the Egyptian- Israeli peace ag- 
reements worked out last 
month. 

While criticizing the ac- 
cords, Jordan has not follow- 
ed hardline Arab denuncia- 
tions.

MADRID, Oct. 18 (R) — 
The world’s worst air disaster 
— in which 582 people died 
in a fiery crash at Tenerife 
Airport— was caused mainly 
because the captain of a Dut- 
ch jumbo jet took off last 
year- without authorization, a 
Spanish government report 
said Wednesday. 

The KLM 'Boeing 747 was 
in collision with another 747 
owned by Pan American on 
the runway at the Canary Isr 
lands airport on March 27, 

vxn. 

The report by the Spanish 
Commission for Investigation 
of Accidents said KJLM Cap- 
tain Jacob Veldhuyzen van 
Zauten, who was killed in the 
crash, disobeyed a control to- 
wer order to stand by for 
take-off. 

He received only bis route 
authorization but immediately 
began to take off without 
control tower permission, it ■ 
said. 

Despite being told that the 
Pan Am jumbo was still on 
the runway, taxing towards 
him, the Dutch captain did 
not halt his take-off. 

The report was handed lo 
the American and Dutch em- 
bassies in Madrid by the 
Transport and Communica- 
tions Ministry. 

The report — described as 
technical and not judicial — 
■cited bad weather, unclear 
communications and impa- 


tience on the KLM flight deck 
as possible reasons for the 
Dutch captain’s action. 

The commission also said 
other factors may have con- 
tributed to the disaster.
